ROBBERS PREY 
ON SUFFERERS 
BY THE WRECK 


Revolting Stories Are Told of 
the Calazrophe on the Bal- 
limore. and Ohi 


SIXTY-EIGHT PERSONS 
PERISHED IN ACCIDENT 


Only Nine Were Injured—Dying Men 
Robted of Their Valuables by 
Thieves—Story cf Cour- 
age and Heroism Is 
Told. 


Connelisvill@é, Pa., December 24.—The 
summing up of thq results of last night’s 
wreck of the DuQuesne limited on the 
Baltimore and Ohio 8 miles west of here 
shows a total dead list of sixty-eight 
and nine injured. 

Today Connellsville hag been packed 
with curlous people attracted by the 
wreck. The three morgues have found it 
necessary to put guards on all doors to 
keep morbid spectators from jumping tn- 
to the small rooms and walking over the 
forms of the dead. The streets are packefl 
and in front of each of the undertaking 
establishments hundreds of people are 
grouped eagerly waiting for a gilmpse 
at the dead bodies. Friends and relatives 
of the victims are coming in on every 
train and scenes at the morgues are 
most distressing. 

All but a few of the sixty-eight bodies 
have been identified and those who are 
still unknown will be laid away in Hill 
Grove cemetery at the dawn of Christ- 
mas morning. 

Those who are still to be identified are 
mostly foreigners and it is doubtful if 
their identity will ever be known. Con- 
siderable money was found on the per- 
sons of the unidentified and tightly sew- 
ed in a belt on one foreigner was found 
more than $400, which was placed in the 
First National bank. Sums ranging from 
$100 to $300 were found and this, like 
the balance, has been put in the bank 
until perhaps some time a relative may 
be located. 

Victims of Wreck Robbed. 

Many of the victims of the wreck have 
been robbed, There are several wNo are 
known to have had a large amount of 
money and jewelry on their persons, Not 
a single cent was found in the pockets 
of several of these, and it was plainly 
visible that rings had been taken from 
the fingers. Robbers were on the scene 
early and before many of the rescuers 
arrived they had secured considerable 
booty, much of which consisted of bag- 
gage and hand bags that had been toss- 
ed about the cars in the wreck. A num- 
ber of these have not been recovered and 
it is the opinion of local officers that the 
bags were quickly picked up by the gang 
of thieves that operated there before 
assistance arrived. 

Today the wreck jis pretty well cieared 
away. 

Coroner Arthur Nagen, of Favette 
county, arrived in Connellsville today 
and immediately swore in the coroner's 
jury. The jury is now viewing the re- 
mains and taking evidence as to the 
cause Of the disaster. 

It has been learned that the car which 
dropped the timbers which wrecked the 
train was gondola No. 3,087 of the Nick- 
e] Plate railroad. 

Superintendent J. F. Irwin, of the B. 
& ©.. declares the blame must be fast- 
ened on the parties who loaded the lum- 
ber on the car. His theory is that the 
stakes at the side of the gondola were 
weak and gave way under the tension 
of the car when rounding curves. 

Superintendent Irwin has addressed in- 
quiries to both the starting point and 
the destination of the car, and wil) make 
a thorough investtgation. 

Louis Hilgot, conductor of the train. 
was in the second day coach when the 
crash came, and no one knows just how 
or what happened to him, until after- 
wards, 

Courage and Heroism. 

D. W. Hills, porter on one of the sleep- 
ers, said that as soon as he could get 
off his car, he went forward and heard 
some one shouting from the top of the 
bank where he, by going forward, re- 
cognized Hilgot's voice. He was in ter- 
rible agony, but shouted at the top of 
his voice: “For God's sake, I am scalded 
to death, but some one of you get a red 
lamp and flag 49 or she will be on us.’”’

UNANIMOUS REPORT 
MADE BY COMMISSION 


Prisoner of Devil’s Island Will Ap- 
pear Before the Court of Cas- 
sation, Where His Case 
Will Be Juaicially 
Reviewed. 


Paris, December 24.—Captain Dreyfus, 
accused of treason to his country, de- 
graded, dismissed from the French army 
and most bitterly punished, will have 
another trial, this time by a civilian tri- 
bunal. 

As a result of the examination of all 
the evidence submitted to the two courts. 


 yagrttal which have passed on the ques 


tion of Dreyfus’ guilt. as well as upon 
the petition of Dreyfus for a new trial 
and the additiona! facts brought to light 
by General Andre, minister of war, the 
commission of revision, representing the 
eourt of cassation, reached a decision 
today In favor of the revision of the 
case. by the crimina] branch of the court 
of cassation. The court will assemble 
next month and Drefyus will then have 
full Spportunity to make a complete ex- 
position of the wrongs he has suffered. 
The former captain, as a result of this 
new trial, expects to obtain a full and 
complete vindication, followed by resto- 
ration to his rank in the army. 

Though {ft had been announced that 
the revision commission would reach a 
decision this ‘evening, there were few 
persons outside the ministry of Jjustice, 
where the sittings of the commission 
were held, indicating that the interest 
of Parisians In the case ts: not as keen 
as it has been in the past. ; 

Dreyfus received the news of the de- 
cision of the commission through per- 
sonal friends, who extended to him thefr 
earnest congratulations on his victory. 

There was absolute ‘unanimity among 
the members of the commission. One 
members asserted that upon the facts 
presented, as the result of the investiga- 
tion made by Captain Targe, an officer 
on the staff of War Minister Andre, an- 
other revision of the case was made 
possible. ; 

The details in the report of the ¢em- 
mission have not yet been made public, 


_but it is stated generally that the pro- 


duction of evidence which had not been 
submitted to the court martial at Rennes 
and the change of testimony on the part 
of some of the witnesses before the court 
martial, which entirely reversed the view 
as to the guilt of Dreyfus, brought about 
the decision of the commission to refer 
the cage for retrial to a civil tribunal. 

The submission of the question of re- 
vision to a commission is considered in 
France as a tactful move on the part of 
the government to obtain judicial support 
for its favorable attitude toward Drey- 
fus.

SOUGHT MONEY 


BY BLACKMAIL 


Man Who Has Been Writing 
lo Financiers Arrested, 


Louis Brennan, a Chicago Artist, Has 
Been Arrested for Demanding 
Large Sum from Morgan 
and Others of the Kings 
of Finance. 


Chicago, December 24.—The source of 
the mysterious letters demanding large 

ums of money which for the past six 
months have been received by men high 
in the financial world of New York and 
Chicago was today traced to Leer Bren- 
nan, a commercial] artist of Chicago, and 
the young man was placed under arrest 
as he was leaving the general postoffice, 
where he had gone in answer to a decoy 
letter: When confronted with the evi- 
dence of his wrong doing Brennan con- 
fessel to having attempted to inforce a 
dozen demands for sums of $26,000 and 
$50,000 and having threatened his in- 
tended victims with death should they 
refuse to comply with his demands for 
money. in his confession Brennan de- 
Clared that all his attempts to extort 
money had been futile, as he née ver 
recelved a dollar in answer to any of 
his requests, ’ 

The New York financiers of wnom 
Brennan dmanded money were J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, John D. Rockefeller, James 
Stillman and Andrew Carnegie. Of each 
of these men he demanded $50,000 tn 
the first letters and on receiving ne re- 
plies, it is said, reduced the amount de- 
mandeéd $25,000. Among those in 
Chicago on whom Brennan attempted to 
levy tribute were Marshal! Field, R. F. 
Crane, J. Ogden Armour and G. F. Swift. 
None of the Chicago men were asked for 
more than $25,000. 

In the case of Marshall Field. RBren- 
nan wrote under the name of William 
Craig. He first asked Mr. Field to leave 
$25,000 beneath a Pillar of a porch at 
the latter's home. No attention was pald 
to the letter by Mr. Field until another 
communication, in which the veiled 
threats in the first letter were made 
plainer, was recéived from Brennan. In 
the second letter Brennan demanded that 
the money be mailed. Mr. Field then 
placed the matter in the hands of a de- 
tective agency and a correspondence with 
Brennan was established which led to his 
arrest. today. 

A few days ago a decoy letter was sent 
to Brennan telling him that his demand 
On Mr. Fleld would be aeceded to. Then 
a package was prepared and addressed to 
“Craig’’ to be delivered at the registered 
lefter department of the general post- 
office. Brennan today called at the post- 
office and was given the package. Sign- 
ing the receipt Brennan with a pleased 
smile on his face, turned to walk away, 
but walked into the arms of four detec- 


No formal charge was entered against

Old Mansion Will Be De- 
partment Headquarters 
of the Gulf. 


As was stated in the Constitution, the 
old Leyden house on Peachtree street 
has been chosen for the temporary -head- 
quarters of the department of the gulf 
of the United States army. This fact 
was officially confirmed yesterday, and 
this afternoon Quartermaster General 
Jones leaves for Washington. 

Work on a old Leyden house, where 
General Shefman first established head- 
quarters in Atlanta, will be begun at 
once. This will include repainting, re- 
novating, generezl repairing and some 
alterations. Whiie the headquarters wil? 
be established in Atlanta on January 
15, it is not expected that all of the 
repairs and alterations will be completed 
by that time. Evidently the department 
does not expect it either as the contract 
does not call for everything to be finished 
by this date. 

These temporary quarters wil] be used 
by the department of the gulf unti] the 
permanent headquarters in the new Ful- 
ton building, now in course of erection, 
will be ready for occupancy. 

Willis R. Biggers, with J. R. Norman, 
architect, has been employed by E. P. 
Ansley, real estate agent, who has 
charge of the renting of the’ Leyden 


house, and Colonel Jones, of the depart- | 
ment of the gulf, to remodel the Leyden | 


house and make all necessary improve- 
ments. 

The building will be completely remod- 
eled and a great deal of money will be 
spent in the work. The outside will ve 
painted and improved, and the inside will 
be thoroughly changed. The house will 
be elegantly carpeted. The dining room 
will be remodeled and the floor proba- 
bly tiled. New baths will be arranged 
in every bed room and the sanitary fix- 
tures will be new. The front of the 
building will be used for offices and the 
rear for bed rooms. 

A handsome stable will be erected in 
the rear. It will be two stories in height 
end will be well heated and comfortably 
erranged. About twenty-five horses 
will be accommodated. 

From the nature of the improvements 
which will be made and the amount of 
money spent on these improvements, it 
is considered very probable that tne gov- 
errment will use the building longer than 
was previously thought. The Leyden 
house is excellently situated and when 
remodeled will serve its purpose ad- 
mirably. ;

Two policemen had serious trouble with 
prisoners last night and one officer cameé 
near being stabbed by a negro woman, 
and another had his nose broken by a 
white man.

$830 was carried away. This was all in 
silver. The money had been counted out 
and was to have been used the next day 
in paying the drawings at Doss’ policy 
game,

He 
Was a trusted employee of Doss and 
knew the combination of the safe in 
which the money was kept.

Becomes Vice

With Offices in New York. 


N Associated Press bulletin an- 
A nounces the fact that C. C. Adams, 
of Atlanta, had been appointed a 
vice president and thember of the board 
of directors of the Postal Telegraph Com- 
pany and would shortly leave for the 
home office of the company in New York.

MCLELLAN WILL 
UPHULD PLUDUES 


Will Black Talks of New 
York's New Administration, 


His Appointment as Commissioner ef 
Accounts Is an Important One, 
and He Will Have Control 
of a Large Patronage. 
Congratulations. 


Friends of William H. Black, of New 
York. who is now in the city on a visit to 
his father and mother, were busy yes- 
terday congratulating him upon the im- 
portant appointment he has recently re- 
ceived in connection with the New York 
city government, announcement of which 
was mude in yesterday's Constitution. 

Mr. Biack was informed of the fact that 
the appointment would be made by May- 
or-Eleet George B. McClellan himself 
just prior to leaving New York for the 
south. but was requested by Mr. McClel- 
lan to say nothing of the matter until 
announcement of it was made. Since he 
left New York announcement of the ap- 
pointment has been made in the news- 
papers of that city and Mr. Black yes- 
terday received a telegram to that ef- 
fect. 

“The organization with which I was as- 
sociated,’ said Mr. Black yesterday, “is 
known as the Citizens’ Independent De- 
mocracy, and is composed of democrats, 
most of whom were not members of Tam- 
many Hall, but who were in sympathy 
with democratic principles. Its work 
in connection with the campaign was 
important and interesting. ‘Several large 
meetings were held and addresses were 
made for the democratic cause by men 
prominent in politics from various parts 
Hon. Albert Cox, of At- 
lanta, spoke at one of the later meet- 
ings at the same time with Hon, Bourke 
Cochran, and made a splendid impres- 
sion.** 

Mr. Black was vice president of this or- 
ganization and accounts of the work 
which it did in connection with the cam- 
paign were given prominent attention by 
the New York newspapers. 

Speaking of the new administration, 
Mr. Black said: 

“Mayor McClellan and the officials who 
go in with him next year are going to 
give the people of New York a clean, 
aggressive and an up-to-date administra- 
tion. His ancestry, his record, his char- 
acter, all give assurance of a manage- 
ment of New York city’s affairs. that 
will give satisfaction to all unpreju- 
diced citizens. The pledges Mayor Mc- 
Clellan has made will be carried out. The 
police corruption that many have charge4 
would flourish under a Tammany admin- 
istration, is a mere bugaboo, a campaign 
card. The people of New York have 
been promised freedom from this evil, and 
the administration, I am sure, will carry 
out this pledge. I am gatisfied from what 
I know of the situation and I have given 
it careful study that there will be no 
cause for complaint from those who are 
impartial and unprejudiced.”’ 

Mr. Black will remain in the city un- 
til Tuesday, when he will return to New 
York. The first of the year he becomes 
under the new administration, commis-. 
sioner of accounts, in which department 
he succeeds William Hepburn Russell, 


the well known New York attorney who 
recently visited Atlanta in connection 
with @rtain litigation in the United 
States court. As head of this depart- 
ment Mr. Black will have a salary of 
$6,000 annually and will have charge 
of appointments or which the salaries 
amount to about $150,000 a year. Mr. 
Black has many friends in Atlanta who 
are warm in their congratulations upon 
his phenomenal succes in the great city of 
the east. 


HEARSES DRIVEN 
BY ARMED MEN 


Corpses Are Carried to the 
Graves In Chicago Under 
Guard. 


Chicago, December 24.—Today, for the 
first time in a week, hearses carried the 
dead to the cemetery in and around 
Chicago. The hearses were driven by 
non-union drivers, the livery owners abon- 
doning the policy of pleading danger and 
withholding services. Ail the police were 
ordered to attend funerals if necessary 
and non-union drivers went armed in an- 
ticipation of trouble. No disorder occurred 
Comparatively few undertakers sent out 
hearses. Most of the funerals were con- 
ducted in the black maria wagon. While 
preparations were being made for the 
funeral of Detective Farnsworth, David 
Willheim, a union livery driver, displaying 
credentials, appeared in front of the 
house and said: 

“I offer my services to drive the hearse 
with Farnsworth’s funeral and I'll wear 
my union button. I want to show the 
union men are not interfering with the 
burial of the dead.’’ 

In spite of the offer, which was refused, 
police both in uniform and plain clothes 
guarded the hearse. Two detectives ac- 
companied the empty hearse from the 
Stables. Six patrolmen in uniform acted 
as pallbearers. 

With uniformed policemen mounted on 
hearses and carriages, the body of Wil- 
liam Hartmann was taken to Oakwood 
cemetery, The strikers had pickets in the 
neighborhood of the home, but they an- 
nounced that their presence was merely 
for the purpose of seeing that no union 
men were driving the darriages. 

The December grand jury in its final re- 
port this afternoon referred to the dis- 
order attending burials and recommended 
that the disorder be made the subject of 
a special investigation by the grand jury.

Erastus Corning Strikes on 
Copps Island in Fog, 


In Five Minutes the Vessel Sunk in 
Fifteen Feet of Water—One 
Woman Jumped Overboard 
but Was Rescued from 
Watery Grave. 


South Norwalk, Conn., December 24.—In 
a thick fog early today the steamer 
Erastus Corning, of the Starin line, bound 
from New Haven for New York with 
fhirty passengers and a heavy cargo of 
freight, struck on the rocks of Copps is- 
land, just outside Norwalk harbor... A 
hole 2 feet square was stove in the side 
of the steamer and within five minutes 
she sank in |5 feet of water. 

In shock of the collision and the cries 
of the crew aroused the pasengers, who 
rushed on deck in a panic. Most of them 
were thinly clad. One woman jumped 
overboard, but was rescued by a member 
of the crew. During the confusion six 
of the passengers cleared away a small 
boat and left the steamer and up to the 
present time have not been heard from.

Our Georgia Senators. 

The Constitution observes that 
some of the newspapers of this and 
adjacent states have mistaken alto- 
gether the attitudes of Senator Bacon 
and Senator Clay toward the pending 
Panama treaty. Both in these col- 
umns and in the dispatches of our 
Washington representative we have 
from the first been careful to state 
the positions of the senators from 
Georgia with fullness and accuracy. 

It is a mistake in any one to as- 
Sume from what has been said by the 
Georgia senators that they are op- 
rosed to the prompt construction of 
the interoceanic canal, or that they 
will vote against the treaty to tbat ef- 
fect wih Panama now pending in the 
Senate. Neither of them has made 
any announcement from which either 
inference can be drawn. On the con- 
trary, they are both known as warm 
and indefatigable promoters of the 
canal proposition and are earnestly 
desirous to do whatever they can and 
ought to do, with fair understanding 
and clear conscience, to bring about 
the desire of the nation for that en- 
terprise. 

Both senators are agreed in their 
present state of mind toward canal 
legislation. ‘They favor the acqutre- 
ment by the government of ail the 
necessary rights, concessions and con- 
trol necessary to enable the United 
States to build, own and defend that 
great world function in commerce. 
They have so recorded their votes. 
But in the rapid transaction of events 
that preceded and followed the seces- 
sion of Panama, the erection of a new 
sovereignty ovr the canal territory 
and the recognition by the president of 
the new government on the isthmus, 
our senators and other of their col- 
leagues have deemed it wise to hold 
an open mind as to their future action 
toward these kaleidoscopic «events. 
They have gone no further than to 
declare that the circumstances in the 
case call for a fuller and move exnlicit 
report by the adniinistration of its 
actings and doings in the premises. 

That they have the right to such in- 
formation as may beinthe keeping of 
the president and the departments of 
government is not to be denied. 
More republicans than Senator Hoar 
recognize the propriety of the demand 
and there is scarcely a doubt that the 
completest report will be made to the 
senate by the executive departments 
when congress reassembles in Jan- 
uary. 

No fault can be found with the 
jointure of the Georgia senators in 
demanding a plain and clarified case 
tc act upon, but when the case is pre- 
sented and absolves this goverrment 
from any steaithy or conspiring part fn 
the creation of the Panaman republic, 
we believe not only Senators Bacon 
and Clay, but a majority of the demo- 
cratic senators, will be found ready to 
accept the facts and vote accordingly. 
They are honorable and responsible 
senators, the peersof any in patriot- 


ism, jealous as any of the national 


honor, and especially devoted to the 
good repute and best interests of thelr 
constituents.

As to the Poverty of the South. 

A writer in Gunter’s Magazine for 
December tells his impressions of a 
trip in the south and lays particular 
stress upon the fact that impressed 
him most—‘“the realization of great 
and far-reaching poverty.” To his 
mind “there is nothing in the south 
more abundant than energy—except 
poverty,” and “not the poverty, be it 
understood, of the individual alone, 
but the poverty of the neighborhood, 
the section, the state, the country.” 
All this he applies to the existing 
status in Virginia, the Carolinas and 
Georgia! 

Such writing is calculated to make 
any intelligent man acquainted with 
southern conditions extremely tired in 
his mental kicking department. Noth- 
ing more absurd, misrepresentative 
and totally unwarranted has been 
printed in any American periodical of 
our acquaintance for many long years 
past. 

The poverty of the south must be 
determined by comparison with other 
sections, taking into account many 
factors. Everybody knows that in 
1865, at the end of the civil war, the 
south was utterly impoverished and 
her valuations almost wiped off the 
assessment rolls. What she is worth 
today has been created by the ener- 
gies of her people off and out of the 
bare lands that were left her and 
which, in their then condition, were 
no better—nay, not so good—as the 
prairie homesteads given to settlers in 
new states of the middle west. 

To get a comparison on something 
like fair terms, let us take Georgia 
and Iowa. 

Georgia had 2,216,331 population by 
the census of 1900, with $456,347,034 
of assessed property, or $206 per cap- 
ita. lowa was admitted into the union 
in 1846, had in 1865 about the same 
population as Georgia had then; in 
1900 had 2,231,853 inhabitants, with 
$558,462,588 of assessed property, or 
$251 per capita, From these figures 
it would appear that Iowa has enrich- 
ed herself faster than Georgia by $45 
per capita—but, we call attention to 
the fact that lowa has 37,364 
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restrict itself to ascertained facts, 
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ers, drawing an average of $144 per 
year from the United States treasury, 
making a total of $5,380,416 per an- 
num, or more than $2.40 per capita. 
So that it is but fair to assume that 
the pension gifts to Iowa since 1865 
have far more than amounted to the 
$45 per capita of wealth that she 
boasts ‘over Georgia, from whose ped 
ple money is annually raised »y the 
government to be given to Iowa. 

Or, take Nebraska, admitted into 
the union March 1, 1867—<surely she 
started about even, economically with 
the Georgia of that day. Now she 
had 1,066,300 population in 1900, with 
$174,439,095 of assessed property, or 
$164 per capita—which is $42 less 
than the pro rata in Georgia. Yet Ne- 
braska has 17,364 pensioners who get 
direct from the national treasury an- 
nually $2,500,416, or $2.35 per capita 
for her entire population. 

We make no comparison between 
Georgia and the eastern or central 
States, because none is possible. They 
Saw no war, suffered no financia! 
losses, but, on the ®tontrary, increased 
their wealth abnormally by army con- 
tracts during the war and since have 
added tremendous unearned incre- 
ments by reason of the favoritism of 
the protective tariff. 

Again, if we deduct $15,000,000 as 
the assessed property of our 1,034,813 
negroes, and then divide the remain- 
ing $551,347,034 between our white 
population, the per capita of wealth in 
Georgia is $378 plus, which is above 
the pro rata of the majority of the 
States in the union. : 

We are not all Goulds, Astors and 
Rockefellers in the south—not by a 
long shot—but when it comes to de- 
nouncing us as being conspicuous for 
our, “pitiless poverty” more than for 
any other characteristic we take 
prompt occasion to register a strong 
and indignant kick!

The new policy of the democrats 
With respect to the next presidential 
campaign is a weariness to the flesh 
of many steam-heated republican edi- 
tors. They do not seem to like the 
idea of the democratic party insisting 
upon a harmonious programme of is- 
sues before they drag out a man and 
fet up a hurrah over him. Evi'ently 
it is not what they expected and 
some of them are so really chagrined 
that they charge the fact up as an 
evidence of democratic {nability to get 
together and stay together in a na- 
tional fight. 

It would look better, however, if 
these pestered editors would take 
their eyes off the democratic round- 
up awhile and let them rove over the 
ranks of their own party. They 
should not ignore the significance of 
their ex-Senator Thurston’s epigram 
that the republicans are “all for a 
man they do not want and all want a 
iman that nobody dares to be for:” 

One. great fact exists that none of 
these republican brethren ean wipe 
cut or ignore, and that is the repulsion 
that the great business interesis us- 
ually attached to their party feel to 
ward the continuance of President 
Roosevelt at the head of the govern- 
ment.

Guesses That Didn’t Hit. 
(From Tha Baltimore Sun.) 

There is much complaint of what are 
called the ‘‘guesses’’ of the statistical bu- 
reau of the agricultural department, par- 
ticulanly in regerd to cotton, on the ground 
that the’ bureau’s estimates of coming 
crops are generally wrong, embarrassing 
trade and causing mistaken price move- 
ments. “In matters of this kind,” says 
The New York Journal of Commerce, “it 
is the government’s business to furnish 
only facts, not guesses; statistics, not 
estimates.”’ If definite facts are presented 
the public can do its own guessing: Esti- 
mates having the government label come 
with a certain authority not possessed by 
those of private persons, with the result, 
when wrong, of doing a great deal of 
harm. That they are often wrong it is 
easy to show. In 1899 the government's 
guess of the probable extent of the cot- 
ton crop was 536,416 bales below the ac- 
tual yield. In the following year it was 
283,422 bales short, and in 190! the gov- 
ernment’s ¢stimate was over 1,000,000 
bales below the final figure. Only last 
year the actual cotton crop was 310,559 
bales larger than the argricultural de- 
partment's estimate. With this record of

New York, December 24.—In spite of 

successive legal complications, a small 

pulpit protest, and some enorm- 
ous practical difficulties, Richard Wag- | 
ner’s sacred music drama, or dedicatorial 
‘‘Parsifal,’’ was produced at 
the Metropolitan opera house this even- 
ing before an Immense audience. 

The production takes rank not only as 
the most sensational event in American 
operatie history, but it has a world-wide 
importance as the first public perform- 
ance of the much-discussed drama out of 
Baireuth, and as a serious blow aimed at 
the so-called “Baireuth Monopoly,’”’ 
which “Parsifal’’ by its restriction to 
that stage has largely created and main- 


tained for the Wagner helrs. 

To give the work has meant the com- 
plete rebuilding of the Metropolitan 
stage, the purchase of most elaborate 
mechanical applianees and lighting ap- 
paratus and a ransacking of the musical 
centers of Europe to secure a corps of 
experts for every department, competent 
to direct the details of the drama as it 
is given in Batreuth. 

The results a8 summed up in tonight’s 
performance amount to a signal triumph 
for Director Conried. In the opinion of 
every one who has made the “Parsifal 
pilgrimage” to Baireuth, New York was 
reated to the most sumptuous mounting 
the work has ever received. Never has 
“Parsifal’” ben given so superb a scenic 
dress, never a more thoroughly adequate 
musical interpretation. That it should 
have faifed somewhat to produce M full 
measure the profound impression which 
accompanies its performance abroad may 
be accounted for by the conspicuous lack 
on busy Broadway of that ‘‘atmosphere”’ 
which belongs peculiarly to the quiet lit- 
tle town in the Bavarian hills. This was 
to be expected, although every care was 
taken to realize Baireuth conditions in 
the theater itself. 

It is safe to say that no such huge au- 
dience has ever been cognpressed within 
the four walls of the Metropolitan opera 
house. nor can even an ‘‘old timer’’ recol- 
lect one of such brillfance and representa- 
tive character. Boston, Philadelphia, 
Washington, Baltimore, Chicago and 
other cities sent parties of enthusiasts 
and almost every one well known in art, 
literature or music throughout’ the 
country could be met in the jostle of the 
lobbies and corridors. For weeks every 
seat from the footlights to the roof had 
been sold and could have been resold a 
score of times. 

The performance was begun punctual- 
ly at 5 o'clock, the opening of the 
each of its acts being 
heralded, after Baireuth custom, by 
trumpeters upon the main staircases. The 
first act, ending at about 7 o’clock, was 
followed by a recess for dinner, the per- 
formance was resumed at a quarter be- 
fore 9 o'clock and concluded at about 
half-past I1 o'clock, These arrangements, 
coupled with the total darkening of the 
house, presented society with the prac- 
tical problems of ‘‘where to dine’ and 
“how to dress’’ inasmuch as the curtain 
arose before the hour at which evening 
dress, according to socia] canons, is per- 
missible.

and Italy, 


Paris, December 24.—The treaty of ar 
bitration between France and Italy, which 
is to be signed here in a few days, is 
considered in official quarters having 
an important bearing on the relations of 
a number of the European powers. The 
treaty is brief and its terms. are almost 
identical with those of the Anglo-French 
treaty. 

The main significance of the document 
is its being between France and one of 
the parties to the triple alliance. Hith- 
erto France has considered the members 
of the triple alliance as being leagued 
against her in case of another Franco- 
German rupture, but the new Franco-lItal- 
ian treaty is construed as giving an as- 
surance of Italy's neutrality as between 
France and Germany.
